FINAL REGULATIONSFOR VOLUNTARY PRACTICE AND TEMPORARY
LICENSURE

18 VAC 60-20-90. Temporary permit, teacher'slicense and full-time faculty license.

A. A temporary permit shal be issued only for the purpose of allowing denta and dental

hygiene practice as limited by 88 54.1-2715 and 54.1-2726 of the Code of Virginia urtH-the

B. A temporary permit will not be renewed unless the permittee shows that extraordinary

circumstances prevented the permittee from taking the first licensure examination given

Hamediately—after—the-tssuanee during the term of the temporary permit. Sueh-permit

C. A full-time faculty license shall be issued to any dentist who meets the entry requirements
of § 54.1-2713 of the Code of Virginia, who is certified by the dean of a dental school in
the Commonwealth and who is serving full-time on the faculty of a dental school or its

affiliated clinicsintramurally in the Commonwealth.

A full-time faculty license shall remain valid only while the license holder is serving full-
time on the faculty of a dental school in the Commonwealth. When any such license

holder ceases to continue serving full-time on the faculty of the dental school for which the



license was issued, the licensee shal surrender the license, which shall be null and void
upon termination of full-time employment. The dean of the dental school shall notify the

board within five working days of such termination of full-time employment.

D. A temporary permit, a teacher's license and a full-time faculty license may be revoked for
any grounds for which the license of aregularly licensed dentist or dental hygienist may be
revoked and for any act indicating the inability of the permittee or licensee to practice
dentistry that is consistent with the protection of the public health and safety as determined

by the generally accepted standards of dental practicein Virginia

E. Applicants for a full-time faculty license or temporary permit shall be required to pass an

examination on the laws and the regul ations governing the practice of dentistry in Virginia.

18 VAC 60-20-106. Registration for voluntary practice by out-of-state licensees.

Any dentist or dental hygienist who does not hold alicense to practice in Virginia and who seeks

registration to practice on avoluntary basis under the auspices of a publicly supported, all

volunteer, nonprofit organization [with-ho-paid-empleyees] that sponsors the provision of health

care to popul ations of underserved peopl e [througheutthe-werld] shall:

1. File acomplete application for registration on aform provided by the board at least 15 days

prior to engaging in such practice;




2. Provide acomplete record of professional licensure in each state in which he has held a

license and a copy of any current license;

3. Provide the name of the nonprofit organization, the dates and location of the voluntary

provision of services;

4. Pay aregistration fee of $10; and

5. Provide a notarized statement from a representative of the nonprofit organization attesting to

its compliance with provisions of § 54.1-2701 (5) of the Code of Virginia.
